WORLD CURRENCY » 
STABILISATION 


It has been suggested in some 
quarters that one of the objects 


-jwhich President Roosevelt has 


in view in encouraging higher 
silver prices is to give impetus 
to a world movement for cur- 
rency stabilisation. Whether 
that is his main objective is, 
perhaps, open to question, but it 
would certainly appear that he 
Must be actuated by. far bigger 
considerations than the mere 
satisfying of the demands of 
the American silver bloc. Few 
will dispute the point that one 


' Jof.the principal factors tending 


to prevent a world trade revival 
is_the_failure_te_secure_the_re- 
establishment of an international 
monetary - ‘system. Post-war 
conditions have made- it abun- 
dantly clear that exchange in- 
Stability is proving a formidable 
obstacle to the movement of 
goods between countries. One 
of the most significant develop- 
ments during the past year has 
been the high level of. gold im- 
ports into the United States. 
As Mr. Benjamin M. Anderson, 
Jr, a well-known American 
economist, has expressed it, 
“parts of the world are being 
denuded of gold, while it is-piling 
up in an excess here that is 
worse than useless to us.” Gold 
movements have, in fact, been 
of stich a magnitude as to 
approach very closely the move- 


‘ment of goods on the import 


side of America’s foreign com- 
merece. This is regarded by Mr. 
Anderson as a very unwholesome 
situation, as gold should be set- 
tling in small balances only, and 
goods should be doing most af 
the work. This view of the

Post 
has concluded that the time fattor 
is one of the most important things 
in modern travel, and it {8 his 
ambition to show that by using a 
82,000 or 33,000-foot altitude air- 
craft can so increase. their flying 
speeds that it will be profitable to 
construct “stratosphere planes.” 
But in the meantime he has to use 
hia old Winnlo Mae, which. has 
seen some rough passages and has 
flown many thousands. of. miles, 
His only special equipment for tho 
stratosphere passage js n specially 
insulated suit of clothes, an oxygen 
tank and ‘a ‘head-gear which re- 
sembles a diver’s bell a8 much 48 
anything. So equipped, looking 
like something out of a nightmare, 
Mr, Poat fixes his one eye up aloft 
and climbs; and having climbed to 


a point where hé belitves the con= 
ditions are suitable, he sets his 
course for New York. So far he 
thas not succeeded in reaching the 
Atlantic senboard from the Pacific 
by way of the upper air. But he 
will, if he lives; and he will do 
much to prove the practicability of 
this entirely new sphere of travel.

The squeeze play is perhaps the 
most fascinating of the ‘strategic 
plays in bridge. However, it has 
always been a most’ difficult play 
to tench. ; 


I helieve now, for the first time, 
that a method has been discovered 
whereby all rudiments of the 
aqueeze play can easily be taught, 
even to the beginner. 


This method has been devised 
by F. Hall Downes and, in his new 
book, entitled “Squeezes, Coups, 
and End Plays," he explains his 
new “Tapel” formula for recog- 
nizing and executing the aqueeze 
play.

Against South's seven-heart eon.

The diamond loser cannot be 
eliminated through raffing, discard- 
ing, or fnessing, but the experi- 
enced player does not throw up his 
hands and admit defeat.

The Downes formula for the 
squeeze play definitely determines 
that in every squeez there must 
be five essential elements.

T stands for threat cards.

De- 
clurer must, assume that only one 
opponent will be able to guard both 
threats.

TUES nay: APRIL 16, 1935, 


WORLD CURRENCY - 
STABILISATION 


It has been suggested in some 


yauarters that one of: the objects 


which President Roosevelt: has 
in view in encouraging higher 
silver prices is to give impetus 
to a world movement for cur- 
rency stabilisation, Whether 
that is his main objective is, 
perhaps, open to question, but it 
would certainly: appear that he 
must be actuated’ by far bigger 
considerations than the mere 
satisfying of the demands of 
the American silver bloc. Few 
will dispute the point that one 
of the principal factors tending 
to prevent a world trade revival 
is the failure to secure the re- 
establishment of ain international 
monetary system. Post-war 
conditions have made it abun- 
dantly clear that exchange in- 
stability is proving a formidable 
obstacle to the movement of 
goods between countries. One 
of the most significant develop- 
ments during the past year has. 
been the high level of gold im- 
ports into the United States.
